The 
issue is to grow cotton under weevil

“Some instances of the meaning 
of a policy the kind of which I speak 
may be gathered by reference to the 
campaign waged on the weevil by The 
Atlanta Constitution two years azo, 
and by the Albany Herald this last 
spring. There may %e many others 
just as effective. 
examples. In these cases the papers 
trimmed off the remedies down to the 
very bone, and stood for the skeleton 
of it. 

“Men could differ as much as they 
pleased about the unimportant points, 
if there could be any—and at the 
same time could all be applying the 
effective remedy worked out by the 
government and the states, 

“It has occurred to 
association assembled here is in posi- 
tion to bring Georgia back to 
malecy in a mimimum time by adopt- 
ing a set of suggestions for control- 
ling the weevil, and then sticking to 
throughout the spring season of 
1925.

The 
columns of the paper is the mind, 
the soul of the editor.

Then if 
the food is not wholesome, it is cer- 
tain to give the public mind mental 
indigestion. If the public mind goes 
wrong in these days on any social or 
political issue, the newspapers are 
largely to blame. If the public mind 
builds better than it knows, the news- 
papers should get the credit. A sound 
policy on all publie issues and on all 
educational issues affecting the wel- 
fare of all the people—this and noth- 
ing less is what our editors should 
strive for.

‘IN HARMAN ADDRESS. 

Unless Georgia begins immediately 
tv reforest and conserve its timber 
resources the state of Georgia is go- 
ing to Jose millions in revenue that 
it has been deriving from its trees 
and timber, C. B. Harmon, treasurer 
of the Georgia Forestry association, 
Atlanta, declared in an address before 
the editors tonight. 

The speaker further stated that un- 
less Georgians realized the serious 
danger confronting them in their tim- 
ber resources that within the “next 
five to ten years the cost of home- 
building and all other construction 
work will have advanced. to such an 
extent as to make the ownership of 
a home prohibitive to a large number 
of its citizens, and actually hinder 
new construction.” 

Placing what he termed the imme- 
diate danger squarely before the edi- 
tors, Mr. Harmon further asserted 
that already there is a serious short- 
age of timber in this state, “and bat 
for that fact the price of lumber 
would be $10 less per thousand feet.”

DELOACH’S GOOD ADVICE. 

At the Georgia Press association 
meeting in Waycross Tuesday, Dr. R. 
J. H. DeLoach, directer of agricul- 
tural extensicn work for the Armour 


company, read a most able paper on 


the subject of the newspaper’s re- 
lation to agricultural conditions, 
with especial reference to the boll 
weevil situation, which is of ‘first 
importance, agriculturally, in Geor- 
gia. He spoke of the power of the 
press for gcod, of its influence in 
moulding public sentiment, and of 
its great value in impressing farm- 
ers, especially, with the importance 
of standardization along cultural as 
well as marketing and other eco- 
omic lines. 

Dr. DeLoach discussed the boll 
weevil situation in detail, and made 
particular reference to the cam- 
paign inaugurated by The Consti- 
tution in the early spring of 1922 
and the rules promulgated at that 
time for growing cotton successfully 
under boll weevil conditions. 

On this subject he said: 

“The one thing that has retarded 
the development of this work is the 
lack of a program in our state and 
interstate press associations. This 
may be no fault of any particular 
paper or person. It is probably due 
to the lack of definite knowledge on 
the subject among the editors as a 
whole. This lack of definite knowl- 
edge may often lead to recommenda-

Have you ever pictured to yoursell 
the state of mind of a Russian child 
born a few years before the war, and 


who therefore saw all the horrors of 
war, revolution, massacre und coun: 
ter revolution? Dr. Levitzky, 4 
Russian educationalist, writing in a 
Prague newspaper, has compiled the 
experiences oY little boys and girls 
who passed through the terrifie or- 
teal. One boy told him: “I have 
seen eighteen revolutions. I have 
seen people hacked to- pieces and have 
wandered over roads where: four or 
five people hung on each telegraph 
pole.” Others told him with a weari- 
ness of their parents being shot, 
brothers and sisters murdered and 
violated, their homes ransacked for 
plunder.

| : FAT YET NOT FATUOUS. 
There is little doubt that epsom 


salts baths would reduce considerably 
if taken strickly according to direc- 
tions, which are that the individual 
who desires to reduce should draw 
the water for the bath in the base- 
ment and carry it in quart pails up to 
the bathroom, using 64 quarts of wa- 


ter and 32 pounds of epsom salts to 
the bath, the salts, too, should be car- 
ried by the fatuous one from the coal 
cellar to the bathroom, not over a 
pound at a haul. There is some- 
thing, perhaps an influence of gravity, 
about this mode of taking epsom salts 
baths that certainly helps reduction, 
provided the treatment does not 
arouse the appetite too much. 

I bave earned myself many bitter 
reproaches and [ fear now end then 
a blow at my business, by giving ut- 
terances to a simple physiological 
fact, namely, that the skin has no

medicine or poison. It 
nothing but water (sweat) and oil 
(sebum), practically. 
tains minute traces of, oh, a lot of 
things, which a person without knowl- 
edge of physicology might readily 
magnify into important quantities of 
“poison” or “waste matter’—and per- 
sons without such knowledge make a 


very good little business in magnify- | 


ing these things for the putpose of es- 
ploiting persons without such knowl- 
edge. 

No evil befalls from checking the 
sweat in a limited area, say in the 
armpits where the sweat glands: are 
very large and numerous and very 
active. or on the feet where the 
sweat glands are often too active. If 
the sweat is checked or prevented over 
a very large surface of the body, as 
by varnishing or other impervious 
covering or coating of the skin, some 
serious consequences may ensue, but 
as experiment show, if more th 
half of the body surface of an ant 
mal is varnished no morbid effects 
occur if the animal’s temperature 
kept at about normal by artificial 
means, The serious consequences 
from varnishing a large surface are 
due to fall of body temperature from

excessive radiation of heat from the| 


varnished surface. 

The amount of carbon dioxide, urea, 
salt, alkaline sulphates, urie acid, and 
other substances in the sweat is too 
small in any circumstances to be of 
any importance. Water is practical- 
ly all the skin excretes, and the pur 
pose of that is practically limited te 
regulation of body temperature. 

Fatuous people are too willing to 
believe that one may reduce weight 
through sweating—as in the vain at- 
tempt to reduce by means of baths 
containig epsom salts and_ other 
tlings. It is true one can reduce a 
pound or two by a very hot bath— 
that much sweat is lost; but the 
weight is promptly regained and ‘the 
fatuous one has only her trouble and 
pains to show. 

Another fatuoug notion that seems 
to receive serious consideration from 
the gullible ones is that rubber gar 
ments will reduce. And some chil- 
dren do believe in fairies.

Greenville, Miss., July 22-—In- 
vestigation of the slaying of John 


Piriano, merchani. and the serious 
wounding of his wife, in their home 
here early today, revealed that an 
unknown person entered the house 
three hours before the shooting, only 
to be frightened away by Piriano’s 
brother, Roy, who was awakened by 
the intruder. 

Roy Piriano said he roused his 
brother and the latter’s wife and then 
notified the police.
